Tragic end in hunt 
for missing James 

Body of man, not seen for past eight months, found on common

The family of James Mid¬ 
dleton has paid tribute to the 
man they loved, after a body 
was found by police looking 
for him eight months after he 
went missing. 

Police stopped actively 
searching for him in Sep¬ 
tember, and resumed the op¬ 
eration on January 22, after 
seasonal changes made under¬ 
growth easier to look through. 

They found a body in 
Ashtead common at about 
lpm on February 11, near a 
blue mobility scooter match¬ 
ing the description of the one 
Mr Middleton, known as Jim, 
owned. 

Lisa McCool, Jim’s cousin, 
said: “I think like many I am 
relieved he has been found, 
but equally sad he has been 
laying out there for so long.” 


Jim’s brother, David, also 
speaking on behalf of their 
brother Keith, said: “Jim was 
always our ‘big brother’ even 
though he was actually short¬ 
er than both of us. 

“He was a kind man, a con¬ 
firmed bachelor, hardworking 
and very practical and capable 
with his hands, and was al¬ 
ways ready to help out in any 
way he could. 

“Sadly, in his last years, as 
his Parkinson’s Disease and 
early onset dementia started 
to affect him, he was not as 
capable as he had been, but on 
his good days, of which there 
were many, there was still a 
spark of the old Jim there and 
he could crack a joke and raise 
a smile.” 

Jim was 70 when he was re¬ 
ported missing on July 2 last 
seen leaving his home, trav¬ 
elling towards Ashtead com¬ 
mon. 

David said: “All bar a couple 
of years of his life, Jim lived 
on Epsom Common, never

moving more than a mile from 
the house he was born in at 
Stamford Green. For the last 
50 years he’d lived on the Wells 
Estate and loved to get out and 
about on the commons of Ep¬ 
som and Ashtead, which he 
knew very well indeed. 

“He hated being stuck in¬ 
doors, and as his health began 
to fail, his mobility scooter 
meant that he could still get 
out in the fresh air. It seems fit¬ 
ting that he should have spent 
his last hours outdoors on the 
commons that he loved.” 

The search operation in¬ 
cluded officers scouring hours 
of CCTV footage, as well as 
search teams using helicop¬ 
ters, drones, trail bikes, boats 
and search dogs - with hun¬ 
dreds of volunteers giving 
their time to look for Jim. 

David said the family wants 
to thank everybody who 
helped them. Surrey Police 
said it is treating the death as 
unexplained, and will issue James Middleton back in the day - how the family want him 
updates in due course. to be remembered

The future of the housing 
development coming to the 
Wells Centre site is being 
worked on by specialists. 

PricewaterhouseCooper is 
advising Epsom and Ewell 
Council how best to deliver 
the new homes and commu¬ 
nity space. 

They are considering 
whether the land should be 
sold to developers, or wheth¬ 
er the council itself should 
develop the site. 

A council spokesman said: 
“A straightforward sale of 
the site would maximise the 
sale proceeds to the council, 
which could be used to fund 
services to borough resi¬ 
dents. In turn, housing de¬ 


velopers would seek to max¬ 
imise their return; this could 
impact on the provision of 
any affordable housing. 

“If the council were to de¬ 
velop the site ourselves, we 
could ensure the maximum 
amount of affordable hous¬ 
ing, however there would be 
cost considerations. It would 
seem likely therefore that if 
we were to develop the site, 
we would have to have a 
mixture of housing types to 
keep the overall cost down 
and maximise the affordable 
housing. 

“As you can see, there are 
various different models on 
how we could proceed. The 
agreement on the recommen¬ 
dation to engage PriceWater- 
houseCooper is so that we 
can obtain independent spe¬ 
cialised advice to ensure the 
optimum outcome. Until we 
have their options appraisal, 


we can’t say how we will pro¬ 
ceed.” 

The decision to move ser¬ 
vices from the much-loved 
centre to the Longmead Cen¬ 
tre in Sefton Road, and devel¬ 
op the Wells site was made 


in December 2015 in a bid to 
save money. 

Informal advice from Wok¬ 
ing Borough Council has in¬ 
dicated the site could provide 
space for about 25 homes.

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Officers aiming to arrest animal attacker 

Team set up to 
catch cat killer

Police hunting a sick killer be¬ 
lieved to be responsible for more 
than 300 animal mutilations and 
slayings now have a dedicated 
team of cops on the case. 

Operation Tahake was launched 
by the Metropolitan Police in De¬ 
cember 2015 to catch the animal 
attacker who has been dubbed as 
the Croydon Cat Killer. 

Also known as the M25 or the 
UK Animal Killer, the person is be¬ 
ing linked to hundreds of deaths 
as far afield as Manchester, Bright¬ 
on and the Isle of Wight. 

The killer is believed to have 
first struck in south Norwood, 
and operates in south London 
regularly. He reportedly strikes in 
built-up residential areas, mainly 
during the night time. 

Calling cards of the killer in¬ 
clude cutting off heads, paws and 
tails as well as leaving victims 
sliced open. He has been known 
to then display the bodies close to 
where he has hunted them down. 


In south east London and north 
Kent alone, three attacks were 
reported within one week earlier 
this year, including a mutilated 
rabbit, a mutilated cat and a sec¬ 
ond mutilated rabbit - discovered 
in Dartford, Belvedere and Wool¬ 
wich. 

In figures released to this news¬ 
paper, the Metropolitan Police 
confirmed that, as of February 
this year, a team of dedicated of¬ 
ficers is investigating the attacker. 

A spokesman for the Met said: 
“Deaths captured by this inves¬ 
tigation are investigated locally 
and the result reported back to 
the Operation Tahake. The MPS 
cannot confirm how many offic¬ 
ers have been involved directly or 
indirectly in an Operation Tahake 
investigation but can confirm the 
number officers dedicated to Op¬ 
eration Tahake.” 

As of February 1, Operation Ta¬ 
hake consists of one Detective Ser¬ 
geant, four Detective Constables 
and ten Police Constables. 

The PCs are not attached to the 
operation full time, and do carry 
out other duties. 

The Met said it was not possible 


to record how much of its budget 
has been allocated to capturing 
the killer, but said police have 
funded post-mortems on some of 
the victims. 

Police have funded 10 post 
mortems at a cost of £7,500. Oth¬ 
ers have been carried out that 
were not funded by the MPS. 

Operation Tahake is an ongo¬ 
ing investigation. 

South Norwood Animal Res¬ 
cue and Liberty (SNARL) - an 
organisation specialising in the 
rehoming of animals - is work¬ 
ing with the police to catch the 
so called cat killer. In August 
last year, the first description of 
a person of interest was released 
to the public. He is said to be a 
white man in his 40s with short 
brown hair, dressed in dark cloth¬ 
ing, possibly with acne scarring 
to his face. It also says he may 
be wearing a headlamp or carry¬ 
ing a torch. A £10,000 reward has 
been put up for the capture of the 
murderer.

Delivery office set for merger 


Royal Mail’s Banstead delivery office 
is being moved to Epsom in a bid to 
“increase efficiency”.

The 166 bus that runs be¬ 
tween Epsom Hospital and 
West Croydon is safe, after 
Surrey County Council of¬ 
fered to part-fund the service. 

Transport for London was 
preparing to launch a consul¬ 
tation examining the possi¬ 
bility of ending the route, but 
faced opposition from resi¬ 
dents who rely on the bus to 
get to and from the hospital. 

Epsom and Ewell MP and 
Transport Secretary Chris 
Grayling said: “I’m really 
pleased about the decision. 
It’s a vital route for both 
hospital users and local resi¬ 
dents, and I’m pleased the 
council and TfL are going 
to work together to keep the 
route running.” 

Surrey County Council 
will be paying about £130,000 
a year towards keeping the 
166 and the 216, which runs 


between Kingston and Ash¬ 
ford Hospital, running. 

Surrey CC Cabinet Mem¬ 
ber for Transport Mike Good¬ 
man said: “There’s a vital 
need to fund these services in 
Surrey to help people get to 
and from hospital; it’s what 
our communities rightly ex¬ 
pect us to do. 

“We know just how impor¬ 
tant these buses are to peo¬ 
ple’s daily lives, which is why 
we’ve worked with TfL to in¬ 


vest the money that ensures 
they continue to run, wheth¬ 
er that’s to help people go for 
a medical appointment, get to 
school or do shopping.” 

Claire Mann, TfL’s di¬ 
rector of bus operations, 
said: “We welcome Surrey 
County Council’s offer to 
part-fund these services, and 
are very happy to work with 
them to continue running 
these important hospital 
routes.”

Women’s rights campaigners in 
Merton have galvanised to make 
suffragette banners for the an¬ 
nual International Women’s Day 
march. 

There was some special VIP at¬ 
tendance at the event in Merton 
Heritage Centre in Morden Li¬ 
brary too - with descendants of 
suffragettes Emily Davison and 
Emmeline Pankhurst helping out 
with the banners on February 8. 

Philippa Bilton, a great, great 
niece of Emily Davison, was there 
with Helen Pankhurst, great, 
great granddaughter of Emmeline 
Pankhurst. 

Philippa said: “It’s been a super 
day - really lovely People have do¬ 
nated fabric that is special to them, 
I myself have got a suffragette sash 
that my son used to wear. 

“There’s also a dress made by 
someone who is not a feminist - 
one of the ladies said her sister 
was unhappy she was a feminist 
- she’s taken material from her 
dress so she’s coming on the march 
whether she likes it or not!” 

The three banners all symbol¬ 
ise aspects of the women’s rights 
movement. 

One of the banners depicts Wim-

bledon station: green, purple and 
white are both the colours of the 
Suffragette movement and of the 
Wimbledon Championships. 

Another one honours Rose 
Lamartine-Yates, an influential 
Wimbledon-based suffragette. 

‘Time’s up!’ declares the third, 
calling for 2018 to be the year people 
‘be the change’. 

On the previous day - the one- 
hundred-year anniversary of 
women’s suffrage - a TfL Tube sign 
caused outrage at Colliers Wood for 
a bad joke about Emily Davison: 

‘History remembers her as be¬ 
ing influential in giving women the 
right to vote. What history doesn’t 
remember is her husband, who 
didn’t get his tea that night!’ 

“Emily wasn’t married, and she 
wasn’t mad, and she didn’t have 


children,” said Philippa. 

“She was trying to reach for 
the King’s horse’s bridle, either 
to petition the King or to pin a 
suffragette flag to it. 

“Just a year before she was 
with other suffragettes, they 
were tiring to catch the bridles 
of ponies in a field. 

“Obviously there is a huge 
difference between a pony and a 
racehorse; I think she just didn’t 
understand the speed and power. 

“She had plans to get to a suf¬ 
fragette party later that after¬ 
noon and she was going to see her 
sister next week.” 

International Women’s Day 
falls on March 8, but the big 
parade in London will happen 
on Sunday March 4 - it’s being 
called ‘March 4 Women’ and cam¬ 
paigners hope for numbers 10,000 
strong. 

Celebrities attending previous 
marches include Annie Lennox 
and Paloma Faith. 

Philippa said that nowadays, 
even if people don’t call them¬ 
selves a feminist “because of bad 
connotations”, the movement is 
mainstream. 

“Some people find the word de¬ 
rogatory and think it describes a 
certain kind of woman. 

“But young children I speak to 
are very pro-equality”

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Sewage was released into the river twice in just four days 


Hogsmill River polluted with sewage 


The Hogsmill River was contaminated with 
sewage twice in one week at two points of 
the river. 

On January 24, a storm tank in Epsom 
overflowed following heavy rain, spilling 
sewage and rainwater into the river to 
prevent it backing up into people’s homes. 

And on January 27, sewage sludge from 
the treatment works in Kingston was 
released into the river after a spillage. 

Polly Bryant from South East Rivers 
Trust said: “With the storm tank, that 
happened right up in the upper reaches of 
the river, so everything downstream would 
have been affected. 

“There were no fish killed or wildlife in 
distress, but that’s because the storm tank 
has existed for years, and the poor water 
quality stops wildlife from flourishing.” 

Storm tanks overflowing is perfectly 
legal; the system was built when the 
population of London and north Surrey 
was significantly lower, so the risks to 
wildlife were lesser. 


The Hogsmill is a globally rare chalk 
river - one of about 200 worldwide. 

Ms Bryant said: “Most chalk rivers are 
found in southern England. We really 
should be doing more to protect them, or 
even restore them. We are working with 
Thames Water to look at what we can do, 
but it’s not an easy task.” 

A spokesman for Thames Water said 
they were still investigating the Kingston 
spillage, and do not know what caused it. 

He added: “We’re sorry a spillage 
from our Hogsmill site entered the river 
in late January, and we’ve launched an 
investigation into what caused it. We 
worked closely with the Environment 
Agency and the watercourse returned to 
normal in two days. 

“Although unpleasant and undesirable, 
such discharges at Epsom are legal in 
storm conditions. We understand the 
concerns and are currently looking at ways 
to manage flows better across this whole 
catchment.” 


Ex-police station 
could become flats

The old police station in 
Epsom’s Church Street could 
be demolished to make way 
for two blocks of flats. 

An application for 29 new 
homes on the site has been 
submitted to Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council; 
neighbour notification be¬ 
gins today (February 13). 

The police station was 
built in the 1960s and was 
sold by Surrey Police in 2016. 

As part of a five-year cost¬ 
cutting plan, the force sold 
more than 20 of its stations 
for a total of £30m. 

Epsom and Ewell police are 
now based in the borough’s 
council offices in The Parade. 

PLC Architects, who are 
designing the flats for devel¬ 
oper Zionstone Ltd, have said 
there are varied styles and 
sizes of buildings surround¬ 
ing the old station, which is 
a brownfield site (developed 
land not currently in use). 

The architects said: “The 
design intent for the pro¬ 
posed redevelopment scheme 
is not to create a pastiche of 
the surrounding buildings, 


but to create a design that 
takes inspiration from the 
surrounding area, resulting 
in a modern development 
that will be a confident and 
positive addition to the sur¬ 
rounding area.” 

The flats are proposed to be 
semi-modern in style, with 
traditional buff-coloured 
brickwork but contemporary 


standing seam aluminium at 
roof level. 

One block of flats will be 
three storeys high, the other 
four storeys. 

The old trees on the proper¬ 
ty are planned to be kept, and 
the blocks of flats will also 
have car-parking, bike sheds, 
and black-painted steel balco¬ 
nies.

Surrey skiing sensation Sophie 
Foster is targeting more med¬ 
als this week after she claimed 
gold in the super-G at the Eng¬ 
lish Alpine Championships.

We, along with many in the community around 
Chestnut Grove Academy are increasingly 
concerned about road safety in the vicinity of the 
school. Since September 2017, there have been four 
accidents involving pupils on their way to and 
from the school. We support the parent body in 
calling for Wandsworth Council to make road 
safety a priority for the safety of all pedestrians in 
the area. The following measures have been 
requested: 

1. Provision of clear signage warning drivers of 
the likelihood of children in the road as they 
approach the school along Chestnut Grove & 
Boundaries Road. 

2. Removal of signage & general clutter from 
outside the parade of shops along Chestnut Grove 
leading to Balham High Road. This is to help the 
flow of pupils at peak times and reduce the 
likelihood of pupils stepping into the road to avoid 
obstacles. 

3. Provide a designated person to supervise 
pupils across Boundaries Road (at the junction 
with Chestnut Grove) at school finishing time. 

4. Implement permanent traffic calming 
measures - permanent physical obstacles such as 
chicanes/road narrowing/traffic islands to slow 
down traffic and make road crossing easier, on 
both Boundaries Rd and Chestnut Grove, 
immediately outside the school.

New cycle lane danger

Parking on Sunday mornings on 
Portsmouth Road outside St 
Raphael’s church has been 
taking place for many years and 
the current waiting restrictions 
do permit this to occur. 

Following the implementation 
of the cycle track along 
Portsmouth Road the 
carriageway width has been 
reduced, which has increased 
awareness of and focused 
attention on this issue. The 
Council has been in discussion 
with the church to identify 
options for alternative parking 
arrangements and to allow 


double yellow lines to be 
installed on the road. Subject to 
consultation we expect to have an 
agreed way forward and a 
resolution in the next 2 to 3 
months.

Should internet be life sentence for paedophile? 


I’m a convicted paedophile who 
pleaded guilty to making 32 
indecent movies and photographs 
of children. My case was reported 
in your newspaper and on your 
website, but I need you to remove 
the story and hide my past or I 
will not be able to rebuild my life. 

I paraphrase, but this is the 
begging request I received this 
week. 

I’m maintaining this man’s 
anonymity although he accepts 
the article is accurate, newswor¬ 
thy and in the public interest. 
Nevertheless, he fears he will be 
punished for the rest of his life. 

Our policy is not to amend or 
delete anything from our website 
unless it is proven to be inac¬ 
curate or we are required to do 
so by a court order. But does he

have a point? What you think? 

Convicted a year ago, he has 
carried out 200 hours of com¬ 
munity service and must attend 
probation. 

He says two job offers have 
been withdrawn following sight of 
the article, and he has just been 
dismissed after being in a job 
for two weeks. Out of work since 
March last year his savings are 
almost exhausted and he’s moved 
out of the family home. He has 
two children, a boy aged 15 and a 
12-year-old girl but little prospect 
of finding somewhere to live that 


could accommodate his children 
for the one or two days a week he 
has custody. 

He’s also on the sex offenders 
register, which anyone, including 
future employers, can search. 

Difficult as it is, he says he can 
live with all this but doesn’t think 
it’s fair he will be punished by 
anyone who searches his name on 
the internet. 

He concluded his plea saying: 
“If I attached 32 illegal images to 
an email and sent it to you and 
you opened the message, those 
images might be saved on your 
computer and you’d be as guilty 
as me”. 

So, should I take sympathy on a 
paedophile who pleaded guilty 12 
months ago? If not after one year, 
then when - three, five, ten years, 


or should it stay online? 

It’s universally accepted justice 
must both done and seen to be 
done but the internet and split 
second searches mean any crime 
can attract a life sentence. 

Should the story be deleted 
to help him rebuild his life or do 
I have no choice but to leave it 
there for the foreseeable future? 

The nature of the internet 
means we will increasing face 
issues like one and at some point 
legal decisions will have to be 
taken about what can remain and 
what must be removed._

Cameron McLagan, 20, is par¬ 
ticipating in The Marsden March 
on March 14 after being diagnosed 
with testicular cancer last Septem¬ 
ber. 

The second-year Chichester 
University student, from Epsom, 
received the news only days af¬ 
ter starting his second year and 
is currently being treated at the 
Royal Marsden’s Oak Centre for 
Children and Young People (OC- 
CYP) unit. 

He said: “I was finding it really 
difficult to walk and could not stay 
awake. 

“On reflection, I was possibly 
experiencing symptoms for a 
while over the summer leading up 
to my diagnosis but I did not think 
it was anything serious. 

“I went to my local hospital and 
was diagnosed with testicular can¬ 
cer and it had spread to my lungs. 

“My right lung had collapsed 
which would explain why I was 
struggling to walk. 

“I do not have many memories 
of my mum [Jackie] being at The 
Royal Marsden as I was only 12 
when she passed away She was 
diagnosed when I was one and I 
think I was sheltered from a lot of 


her treatment.” 

Dad Martin McLagan, pictured 
with his son, described Cameron’s 
diagnosis as “surreal” following 
the tragic news about his partner 
19 years ago. 

He said: “Coming back to the 
Royal Marsden was difficult for 
me as I had spent so much time 
there with my wife during treat¬ 
ment. 

“I am a firm believer in playing 
with the cards you are dealt so we 
have both been very positive. I am 
so proud of Cameron, it will be 
emotional for us on the day of The 
Royal Marsden March but some¬ 
thing we both really want to do.” 

The 14-mile walk, sponsored by 
security firm Banham, is now in 
its eighth year and will commence 
on March 4. 

More than £10 million has been 
raised since it started in 2011 and 
all of it goes towards helping peo¬ 
ple’s live across the United King¬ 
dom and around the world. 


Cameron added: “I am so grate¬ 
ful for my treatment and want to 
do all I can to raise money The 
OCCYP was funded by The Royal 
Marsden Cancer Charity and it 
is nothing like what you’d expect 
from an NHS hospital. 

“It is so homely, the facilities are 
amazing and the staff could not be 
nicer. 

“To be able to sit in a nice envi¬ 
ronment makes all the difference 
when you are undergoing cancer 
treatment.” 

The Royal Marsden Cancer 
Charity director Antonia Dalma- 
hoy said: “We are focused on im¬ 
proving the lives of people affect¬ 
ed y cancer and are so grateful to 
patients, like Cameron, who take 
part in The Marsden March. 

“Our patients see first-hand 
how the money raised from The 
Marsden March can enhance their 
treatment with more comfortable 
surroundings or access to pioneer¬ 
ing treatments.”

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Boxing club plans 
stables expansion

A popular boxing club is seeking 
to take over the former stables 
building at Horton Park. 

Gauntlett Boxing Club has 
asked Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council for lease of the property 
in Horton Lane and plan to car¬ 
ry out ‘Gauntlett-themed’ mod¬ 
ernisation. 

The club hopes to introduce 
Olympic-style boxing to the area 
after noticing an appetite for it - 
the family-run club currently of¬ 
fers lessons to adults and juniors 
at Harrier Centre in Poole Road, 
many of which are at capacity. 

Chris Gauntlett, owner and 
coach, said: “At the moment 
we’re doing more white collar 
and it’s hard to get the kids out 
for the fights so we’re going to 
take them down that Olympic 
route now. 

“We’ve got a waiting list for 40 
members coming in, we’ve got so 
many different classes: adults, 
juniors, teens, women. A lot of 
guys come in not to spar but to 
get fit, we take away that intimi¬ 
dating environment of boxing 
clubs and we teach them on the 


bags.” 

The club still has a competi¬ 
tive edge for boxers that do spar 
in the ring, their own Joey 
Knight will soon be up for a Wel¬ 
terweight title in the upcoming 
Queensbury Boxing League at 
Epsom Downs on March 17. 

On the same date, the club’s 
Michael Burrows is in an elimi¬ 
nator for a Middleweight title 
fight and Hussein Mohungoo is 
up for his Lightweight debut.. 

The new boxing club’s hours 
of operation would officially be 
a maximum of 8am to 8pm, but 


it expects most classes will run 
from 5pm to fit in with members’ 
school and work hours. 

Neighbour notification began 
on February 9. 

Christopher Newton, of Nell 
Gwynne Close, said: “Is a Boxing 
Club in keeping with its location 
in a Country Park with equestri¬ 
an facilities and wild life?” 

There are only eight neigh¬ 
bours in the area, no others have 
published comments yet. 

The consultation lasts for 
three weeks, after March 2 the 
application will be considered.

George Gershwin certainly has a huge 
fan in Tom Chambers who is fulfilling 
a dream by starring in the musical 
Crazy For You which comes to New 
Wimbledon Theatre next month... 


By the time the curtain came down on a staging of 
Crazy For You in the early Nineties, a 15-year-old 
Tom Chambers knew his heart lay in performing. 

“It was the very first live musical I ever saw on 
stage and it just filled me with so much 
entertainment and wonder. It was amazing to see 
what they did with the theatre space and how the 
story was told. It was the only bit of theatre which 
truly inspired me,” he recalled. 

And in a career which has featured a number of 
crazy twists of fate as well as some fantastic roles, 
Tom is relishing the chance to recapture that 
teenage dream and this time play the lead role in 
the production which is touring the UK and calling 
at New Wimbledon Theatre 6-10 March.

Sam is a bit of a 
rogue as a character and he is fun to play. It has 
been brilliant. It is like stepping back into your 
favourite pair of shoes.” 

And now it is Crazy For You which is set to take 
up the rest of his year. It is also a bit of a character 
reprise for him as he played the part for the 
Watermill Theatre, which is co-producing this tour, 
and he cannot wait to share it with UK audiences. 
He said: “Taking on Crazy For You was a no 
brainer for me. It is absolutely my favourite all time 
musical.

“I think Crazy For You has the absolutely perfect 
balance of humour, story and singing. There are 
so many musicals that are heavy on just one 
element but this show has the perfect combination 
of everything.

Tom does not want to give too much away about 
what is in store but it will see him share the stage 
with actor-musicians so it will be very different to 
previous productions. “I don’t want to spoil it for 
people who may or may not have caught it at 
Newbury but the audience really took to it. All the 
traits are there that the other productions had but 
you also have the cast playing the instruments live 
on stage as well as singing and dancing.” 

Tom also cannot wait to share the show with 
audiences across the UK. “The best thing about 
touring is being able to bring something to you 
rather than you having to make the epic journey to 
London. Producers eventually want their material

there because it is the theatrical capital of the 
world and is so loved and respected, but as a 
provider and giver to the public, it is really 
important to be able to make sure people can see 
these shows in their own areas.” 

“And touring is great. You get to see places that 
you would not normally go. I always love being 
anywhere near water or being near the sea. I will 
enjoy the more coastal theatres or those that are 


close to those areas.” 

And as a big fan of the music of Gershwin, Tom 
is in heaven, getting to perform such hits as I’ve 
Got Rhythm, They Can’t Take That Away From Me 
and Embraceable You . “After seeing Crazy For 
You as a teenager, I went and bought the original 
score. I used to have a singing lesson one a week 
at school and it would be my favourite lesson of 
the week. When I was at drama school, they used 


to say ‘will you stop singing Gershwin?’ I love Cole 
Porter as well but Gershwin has that sex appeal 
and more style, more jazz and a bit more pizazz.” 
So this is very definitely a dream role for him. In 
the words of his musical idol and another hit song 
from the show, Nice Work If You Can Get It!

THE SHAPE OF WATER (15): Mexican filmmaker 
Guillermo del Toro recaptures the visual splendour 
and simmering menace of his Oscar-winning 2006 
fantasy Pan’s Labyrinth with a swoon-inducing re¬ 
imagining of the Beauty And The Beast fairy tale 
set in 1962 Baltimore. The Shape Of Water is a 
gorgeous, erotically-charged love story, which em¬ 
powers its richly drawn female characters to drive 
forward a tightly wound narrative and defeat preju¬ 
dice in its myriad ugly forms. The script, co-written 
by del Toro and Vanessa Taylor, doesn’t sugarcoat 
the central romance between a mute cleaning lady 
(Sally Hawkins) and a carnivorous merman (Doug 
Jones). Carnal desires of the spirited heroine are 
laid delightfully bare and lustrous period detail 
evokes an era of suffocating Cold War paranoia 
with aplomb. Hawkins is luminous and heartbreak¬ 
ing, speaking volumes without saying a word - save 
for a musical fantasy sequence that choreographs 
a romantic pas de deux reminiscent of yesteryear’s 
La La Land. 

BLACK PANTHER (12A): If Black Panther, directed 
with swagger by Ryan Coogler, is emblematic of 
things to come from the Marvel Comics pantheon 
then roll on 2018 because this frenetically edited 
odyssey of self-doubt and redemption is the big 
cat’s whiskers. In some respects, this is identikit 
filmmaking: prodigal sons tormented by the loss of 
powerful fathers, computer-generated characters 
trading bone-crunching blows in mid-air, a throwa¬ 
way cameo for comic book maven Stan Lee and 
additional scenes concealed in end credits. Ge¬ 
netic flaws aside, Coogler’s slinky picture is barn¬ 
storming entertainment of the highest pedigree, 
which sinks its narrative claws into present-day 
racial tensions, gender inequality and western im¬ 
perialism with relish. Female characters are feisty, 
intelligent and refuse to sit demurely on the side¬ 
lines while engaging yet flawed male counterparts 
have all the fun. As one proud warrior reminds her 
regal lover: the choice to rule as queen rests in 


her hands. A predominantly black cast festooned 
with Oscar winners and nominees adds lustre to a 
lean script co-written by Joe Robert Cole, teasing 
out tender romance and bruising bloodline rivalries 
stained with tears of regret. 

THE 15:17 TO PARIS (15): In his last two pictures, 
American Sniper and Sully: Miracle On The Hud¬ 
son, Oscar-winning humanist director Clint East- 
wood brilliantly distilled acts of valour and self-sac¬ 
rifice torn from newspaper headlines. The 15:17 To 
Paris, the dramatisation of a failed 2015 terrorist 
attack on board a train hurtling from Amsterdam 
to the French capital, seems like a similarly snug 
fit. In a daring move designed to blur respectful 
reconstruction and Hollywood-glossed fiction, 
Eastwood casts the real-life American heroes - An¬ 
thony Sadler, Alek Skarlatos and Spencer Stone 
- in a chronologically fractured travelogue penned 
by first-time screenwriter Dorothy Blyskal. This ar¬ 
tistic gamble backfires spectacularly. The lifelong 
friends exhibit almost no charisma through the lens 
and their monotone, staccato delivery of clunky, 
jarring dialogue robs Eastwood’s film of spontane¬ 
ity, naturalism or humour. The director is blinded 
by patriotic pride and, for the first time in a long, 
illustrious career, he goes off the rails. 

THE MERCY (12A): The Mercy is a handsome but 
emotionally waterlogged dramatisation of the fate¬ 
ful journey of self-discovery of amateur sailor Don¬ 
ald Crowhurst (Colin Firth), who vanished in 1969 
during a round the world yacht race. 

Director James Marsh captained The Theory Of 
Everything to Bafta and Oscar glory but he strug¬ 
gles to keep this real-life tragedy afloat. 

The ramshackle script bobs between present and 
past, inserting flashbacks to happier times in Don¬ 
ald’s relationship with his wife (Rachel Weisz) as 
his sanity unravels in the claustrophobic confines 
of his boat. Being lost at sea with Firth would be 
dream vacation for some people and the Oscar 
winner delivers a committed performance. 


However, I struggled to tether an emotional con¬ 
nection to his tormented sailor and my interest 
went overboard before Crowhurst contemplates a 
shame-fuelled sacrificial plunge. 

TAD THE LOST EXPLORER AND THE SECRET 
OF KING MIDAS (U): The wisecracking, adven¬ 
turous spirit of Indiana Jones runs amok in Span¬ 
ish co-directors Enrique Gato and David Alonso’s 
computer-animated romp, which has been dubbed 
into English for undemanding viewers on this side 
of the English Channel. Tad The Lost Explorer And 


The Secret Of King Midas is a gently effervescent 
sequel to a 2012 film, which was never released in 
the UK. Thankfully, our ignorance doesn’t impact 
greatly on mild enjoyment for Gato and Alonso’s 
fast-paced and freewheeling escapade. The film is 
briskly paced at a whipcrack under 90 minutes and 
young children will be amused by the feud between 
a dog and bird, which culminates in the feathered 
fiend scrawling on the slumbering mutt’s face with 
permanent marker. Regrettably, Gato and Alonso’s 
film doesn’t make the same indelible impression.

When it comes to selling your home, 
negotiating the right price is a task that can 
require experience, expertise and precision. 
Follow these tips to help achieve your 
home's maximum selling price: 

Choose your agent carefully: Not all agents 
are the same. Choose one that you can work 
with and who sells property like yours all day, 
every day. They will have the best list of buyers. 
Establish a strategy: Your chosen agent should 
work with you to try to achieve your goals. So 
work out what is important to you. Is time of the 
essence? Or do you need to achieve a particular 
price to deliver your goals? Do you need to be 
moved by the New Year? Or is next summer 
more convenient? 

Give yourself realistic time frames: Typically, 
the most interest from buyers comes in the first 
month of being on the market. If you haven't 
had an offer, listen to your agent to work out 
if you need to drop the price. Don't do this too 
soon, but don't wait too long or the property 
might seem stale. Deals can fall through because 
sellers don't adapt to a changing market.

AMENDMENTS TO PARKING AND WAITING/LOADING RESTRICTIONS, RESIDENTS’ PERMIT PARKING AND DISABLED PERSONS’ PARKING PLACES II 


THE BOROUGH OF EPSOM AND EWELL 


ON 14 FEBRUARY 2018 SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL, WITH THE CONSENT OF THE 
LONDON BOROUGH OF SUTTON IN RELATION TO THE RESTRICTIONS IN ROSEDALE 
ROAD AND RICHLANDS AVENUE, MADE, WITH MODIFICATIONS, the following Orders 
under the Road Traffic and Regulation Act 1984 (“the Act”): - 

1. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Revocation and 
Consolidation of Waiting, Loading and Unloading Prohibition and Restriction) Order 
2018, under Sections 1(1), 2(1) to (3) and 4(2) of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. 
The effect of which will be to consolidate without change in substance, other than as 
stated in the following sub-paragraphs, the Orders specified in Part I of Schedule 5 to 
this Notice as impose restrictions on the waiting by, and loading on and unloading from 
vehicles in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell: - 

(a) Prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of the roads specified in Schedule 

1 to this Notice, during the times and on the days specified in the said Schedule; 

(b) Provide that the usual exceptions, for loading and unloading vehicles, boarding and 
alighting from vehicles, for works on or adjoining the lengths of roads referred to in 
the said Schedule, the maintenance of those roads and the services in them and 
for disabled persons vehicles in accordance with the Blue Badge Scheme, would 
apply to all the aforementioned lengths of roads;

2. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation of Free 
Street Parking Places and Revocation) Order 2018, under Sections 32, 35 and 36 of 
and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The effect of which will be to consolidate without 
change in substance, other than as stated in the following sub-paragraphs, the Orders 
specified in Part II of Schedule 5 to this Notice as authorise free on-street parking 
places in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell: - 

(a) Provide such free on-street parking places in certain lengths of the roads specified 
in Schedule 2 to this Notice, to operate at the times and on the days specified 
therein; 

(b) Specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the free on-street parking 
places referred to herein shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), motor cycles, 
invalid carriages and goods vehicles under 5 tonnes maximum gross weight; 

(c) Provide that vehicles left by specified disabled persons may wait in any of the free 
on-street parking places specified herein without time limit at any time; 

(d) Provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any such free on-street parking 
places in certain circumstances, e.g., to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 

2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc; 

(e) Provide that in the case of any of such free on-street parking places, outside the 
hours of operation indicated in the said schedule any vehicle may be left in any of 
those free on-street parking places for any period without time limit. 

3. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation and 
Revocation of Free Street Parking Places) (Disabled Persons) Order 2018, under 
Sections 32,35 and 36 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The effect of which will 
be to consolidate without change in substances, other than stated in the following 
sub-paragraphs, the Orders specified in Part III of Schedule 5 to this Notice as 
authorise free disabled persons’ on-street parking places in the Borough of Epsom 
and Ewell: - 

(a) Provide a disabled persons’ free on-street parking places in certain lengths of the 
roads specified in Schedule 3 to this Notice to operate at the times and on the days 
specified therein; 

(b) Provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any of the disabled persons’ free on¬ 
street parking places described above in certain circumstances e.g. to allow 
persons to board or alight (maximum 2 minutes) to load or unload (maximum 20 
minutes), etc; 

(c) Revoke the existing disabled persons’ free on-street parking places in certain 
lengths of the road specified in Part II of Schedule 4 to this Notice without 
replacement. 

4. The Surrey County Council Various Roads in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell 
(Consolidation of Permit Holders Only) (On-street Parking Places) Order 2018, under 
Sections 32, 35, 36, 45, 46, 49, 51 and 53 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The 
effect of which will be to consolidate without change in substance, other than as stated 
in the following sub-paragraphs, the Orders specified in Part IV of Schedule 5 to this 
Notice: - 

(a) Impose a system of permit parking in Mill Lane, EWELL by converting this length 
of road into an on-street permit holders’ only parking place, with the letter identifier 
“S” which will be in operation Monday to Friday inclusive, between 09.00hrs and 
17.00hrs with the following provisions: - 

(i) The residents that may apply for parking permits will be: all residents of Mill Lane 
EWELL, property number 9 London Road EWELL and property numbers 40, 42 
and 44 Kingston Road EWELL; 

(ii) The vehicles which may be left in the parking place, during the hours of operation 
shall be vehicles displaying a valid residents parking permit bearing the identifying 
letter issued by the Borough Council or its agents, or a vehicle displaying a valid 
residents’ visitor’s parking permit, carers parking permit or a valid operational 
parking permit; 

(iii) Provide residents’ Parking permits for residents of the said properties, which will 
allow them to park in the said on-street permit holders’ only parking place during 
the hours of operation. Such permits, which will be issued by Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council, will cost £50, for the first permit and £75 for any subsequent 
permit and will be valid for a period for twelve months. The charge for a duplicate 
permit or a change of permit due to the change of vehicle, will be £15. Permits may 
also be provided to carers who are required to make visits to residents at a cost of 
£ 10 ; 

(iv) Provide that such residents parking permits shall be allocated using the following 
calculation: the sum of the number of vehicles registered to the place of abode 
minus the number of off-street parking places for such place of abode; 

(v) Provide for: (a) residents to purchase permits for use by their visitors at a cost of £2 
each, which will be valid for one day, subject to a limit of 120 per year; and (b) 
Operational Permits, for use by doctors, nurses and community care personnel, 
who are required to make visits to residents, which will be free of charge; which will 
allow them to park in the on-street permit holders’ only parking place; 

(vi) Provide that: (a) outside the hours of operation indicated any vehicle may be left for 
any period without time limit; (b) vehicles left by specified disabled persons may 
wait at all times without time limit; and (c) certain other vehicles may wait in certain 
circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or alight (maximum 2 minutes), to 
load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc.

(ii) The cost and conditions of use will be the same as sub-paragraph 4(a)(ii), 4(a)(iii),

(iii) Provide business Parking permits for all businesses within zone “M” which will 
allow them to park in the said on-street permit holders’ only parking place during 
the hours of operation. Such permits, which will be issued by Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council, will cost £150 per permit and will be valid for a period of twelve 
months. The allocation for such business permits shall be two business permits per 
business user. The charge for a duplicate permit or a change of permit due to the 
change of vehicle will be £15;

EPSOM, with the letter identifier “T”, and to operate Monday to Saturday inclusive, 
between 09.00hrs and 20.00hrs.

The effect of which will be 
to consolidate without change in substance the Orders specified in Part V of Schedule 
5 to this Notice. 

6. The Surrey County Council Hookfield and Lindsay Close Controlled Parking Zone in 
the Borough of Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of Waiting Restrictions and On-Street 
Parking Places) Order 2018, under Sections 1(1), 2 (1) to (3), 4, 32, 35, 36, 45, 46, 49, 
51 and 53 and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The effect of which will be to 
consolidate without change in substance the Orders specified in Part VI of Schedule 
5 to this Notice. 

7. The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Consolidation of Free 
On-Street Loading Bays and Free On-Street Goods Vehicle Loading Bays) Order 2018, 
under Sections 32,35, and 36 and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act. The effect of which 
will be to consolidate without change in substance the Order specified in Part VII of 
Schedule 5 to this Notice. 

8. Where a new restriction has been introduced in this Notice, any existing restrictions 
on the same length of road have been revoked.
